Representative members of the 
committee upon research and_ in- 
vestigation have the following to 
report in connection with a Home 
for the Aged in Didsbury. Five 
homes in Calgary were inspected, 
and one in Linden. Reports were re- 


| ceived by correspondence from Kim. 
| berley, B.C., 


Edmonton, Gleichen, 
Youngstown, Grande Prairie, Mid 
napore and Rimbey. 

The Calgary inspection revealed 
as follows: 

Old Folks Home—Has 54 guests 
of both men and women who are 
housed in a home on 20th Ave, and 
7th St. W. It is situated on a hill 
side. To get to same you climb 82 
steps. It has three storeys and a 
basement. An alternative approach 
is on 7th St. W. with an incline of 
the same height.

Ergot in Seed and Feed | 

Last Fall I ran a series of letters 
about ergot. In response to popular 
request I will again write a series 
setting forth what ergot it, how dan- 
gerous it can be in feed, and how to 
control it. 

Ergot is very common in rye crops 
but I have also seen it contaminate 
other cereal grain crops, especially 
barley, and even in some cases 
grasses and timothy are susceptible. 
It is caused by a fungus and can be 
identified by large, dark purple 
bodies called Sclerotia which de- 
velop in place of the kernels. The 
loss in yield from ergot results not 
only from the replacement of nor- 
mal kernels by the ergot bodies, but 
also from the fact that many flowers 
which do not develop the ergot 
bodies are blighted by the fungus 
and fail to form a kernel, Further | 
losses occur to the farmers through | 
lower prices being paid for grain 
containing ergot bodies, and also 
through its poisonous effect on live- 
stock.
